Applicant's arguments with respect to the claimed invention have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-34, drawn to a method of and a system for receiving by a print 
processing system (print server or print processing facility) a print job ticket for a 
print job, having associated therewith print attributes such as the number of 
copies, a printing layout, a printing quality, etc., from a client, wherein the print 
processing system (print server) processes the received print job ticket or print job 
(request) while retrieving from its database a registered or stored advertisement, 
on the basis of the print job attributes and displaying it on the cUent's monitor or 
screen. 

II. Claims 38-40, drawn to a method of and a system for storing a plurality of 
advertisements in a database related to a print processing system wherein each 
stored or registered advertisement has a profile associated therewith, 
receiving by the print processing system (print server or print processing facility) 
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a print job ticket for a print job, having associated therewith print attributes such 
as the number of copies, a printing layout, a printing quaUty, etc., from a chent, 
wherein the print processing system (print server) processes the received print job 
ticket or print job (request) while retrieving from its database a registered or 
stored advertisement and displaying the retrieved advertisement on the chent' s 
monitor or screen based upon the print job associated attributes and the 
advertisement profile (targeted advertisement). 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because displaying on the client's monitor a retrieved advertisement, on the basis of the 
print job associated attributes, by the print processing while processing a print job ticket (print 
job request) does not necessarily require the displayed advertisement to be a targeted 
advertisement (i.e. having a profile), as recited in claims 34-40 (the subcombination has a 
separate utility). 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have different 
scope (and Group n requires additional search), restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper.
